The suspect 
left the club but came back 
shortly after and fired sever¬ 
al shots before fleeing in a 
black GMC Envoy SUV. 

No one was injured in the 
shooting. Samuels is also 
linked to a 1999, two-door, 
silver Honda Prelude with 
Alberta licence plate num¬ 
ber ZMM425.

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Babies' bodies found 
dumped n China river 


The bodies of 21 babies, 
some with hospital identi¬ 
fication tags around their 
tiny ankles, washed ashore 
on a river in eastern China 
and two mortuary workers 
were detained for alleged¬ 
ly dumping them. 

News footage yesterday 
showed the babies — at 
least one of whom was 
stuffed in a yellow plastic 
bag marked “medical 
waste” — strewn along a 
dirt riverbank near a high¬ 
way overpass. A few wore di¬ 
apers. Some of the babies 
appeared several months 
old, while the official Xin¬ 
hua News Agency said the 
bodies included fetuses. 

Local residents and fire¬ 
fighters recovered the bod¬ 
ies Monday after they were 
discovered under a bridge 


spanning the Guangfu River 
on the outskirts of Jining in 
Shandong province. 

Hospital ID tags on eight 
of the babies helped investi¬ 
gators trace them back to 
the Affiliated Hospital of Jin¬ 
ing Medical University, Xin¬ 
hua reported. Hospital mor- 
tuaiy workers Zhu Zhenyu 
and Wang Zhijun were fired 
and taken away by police. 

The babies’ fami¬ 
lies had paid the 
pair to dispose of 
the bodies, but 
they instead 
dumped them at 
the river. 

Three top hospi¬ 
tal officials were fired 
or suspended and the gov¬ 
ernment ordered the Jining 
Municipal Health Bureau to 
make a public apology, Xin¬ 


hua said. “It exposes a seri¬ 
ous loophole in the hospi¬ 
tal’s management and indi¬ 
cates a lack of ethics and le¬ 
gal awareness of some hos¬ 
pital staff,” Jining city gov¬ 
ernment spokesman Gong 
Zhenhua said. “It exerts a 
veiy negative impact on so¬ 
ciety and teaches us a pro¬ 
found lesson.”

Atom smasher 
breaks own 
record 

Switzerland The world’s 
largest atom smasher con¬ 
ducted its first experiments 
at conditions nearing those 
after the Big Bang, breaking 
its own record for high-en¬ 
ergy collisions with proton 
beams crashing into each 
other yesterday at three 
times more force than ever 
before. In a milestone for 
the $10-billion US Large 
Hadron Collider’s 
ambitious bid to reveal de¬ 
tails about theoretical parti¬ 
cles and microforces, scien¬ 
tists at the European 
Organization for Nuclear 
Research, or CERN, took 
high-tech photographs so 
they could study the disin¬ 
tegrating protons after they 
collided at a combined en¬ 
ergy level of seven trillion 
electron volts. In a control 
room, scientists erupted 
with applause when the 
first successful collisions 
were confirmed. Their col¬ 
leagues from around the 
world were tuning in by re¬ 
mote links to witness the 
new record.

The loss per share 
amounted to 32 cents for 
the quarter, compared 
with a loss of 11 cents per 
share a year earlier. 

Apart from a 25 per cent 
decline in quarterly sales, 
which sagged to $9.9 mil¬ 
lion from year-earlier lev¬ 
els of $13.2 million, Cana¬ 
dian Superior said the in¬

This story should be about 
the 2011 mid-size Sonata 
sedan but what's happen¬ 
ing at Hyundai Canada is 
perhaps just as important. 

It wasn’t so long ago that 
Hyundai thought it was a 
banner year if they told 
25,000 units. In 2009, it 
sold 103,233 making 
Hyundai one of only six car 
companies to exceed 
100,000 in sales in Canada. 
In Januaiy of this year 
alone, they sold 6,084 vehi¬ 
cles. 

But the big number is 
Hyundai’s 7.1 per cent of 
the market in 2009 up from 
4.9 per cent in 2008. For 
those of you who follow the 
car industry, a jump like 
that is unheard of. 

How are they doing this 
when others are faltering? 

The 2011 Sonata says it 
all. The car is solid, even 
fun to drive which you 
couldn’t have said about a 
Hyundai 10 years ago. And 
in a break from Sonatas 
that have gone before, it 
looks great. 

Hyundai vehicles now 
have a substantial residual 
(trade-in) value. The Sonata, 
for example, has a residual 
of 53 per cent that is higher 
than Camry or Fusion at 49 
per cent each. 

Hyundai is coming to 
market with a hybrid in the 
fall.

in the rush to electrics, 
Hyundai is actually moving 
ahead of the rest with a 
lithium-polymer batteiy 
that can be shaped to fit in¬ 
stead of being a big box of 
batteries.

look enticing. 

With a touch of C-Class 
at the front and mixture of 
Lexus/Bimmer at the back, 
there is a wonderful char¬ 
acter line running from 
the headlight along with 
door window sill and 
capped with chrome that 
makes the kind of “look at 
me” statement that 
Hyundai has never made 
before. 

Power is Hyundai’s new 
gasoline direct injection 
(GDI) 2.4-litre, twin cam in¬ 
line four-cylinder engine. 
GDI results in more power 
and less fuel consumption. 
At 198 hp and 164 lb/ft of 
torque, which is a lot for 
2.4-litres, Hyundai claims it 
is the most fuel-efficient in 
the segment at 8.7/5.7L/100 
km city/highway for the six- 
speed manual transmission 
and 9.4/5.7L/100 1cm with 
the six-speed automatic. 

The base GL ($22,649) 
comes with the manual or 
with the optional automat¬ 
ic ($24,249). The GLS 
($26,249), Limited 


($28,999) and Limited with 
navigation system 

($30,999) are all fitted with 
the automatic. 

During my time at the 
wheel I noticed the engine 
sounded gruff at startup 
but that went away quickly 
and then became almost 
silent at speed. I know the 
engine bay is well noise 
proofed so it must have 
been the tires and the slip¬ 
pery shape that paid off in 
the lack of sound intrusion 
into the cabin. 

Instead of being a bland 
handler, the Sonata not on¬ 
ly points well, but it has a 
feel more like a European 
sedan. You sense with the 


inputs coming through the 
steering wheel to the fin¬ 
gertips which I really can’t 
quite remember in previ¬ 
ous Sonatas. 

What Hyundai has in the 
2011 Sonata is an afford¬ 
able car with the kind of 
looks and reliability that 
consumers in the mid-size 
segment now consider seri¬ 
ously as the sales numbers 
are already proving. 

But I also think it goes be¬ 
yond that. It’s the first 
Hyundai people can aspire 
to own, not because of the 
fuel economy or the price, 
but because they are proud 
to have a Hyundai in their 
driveway.

oni Mitchell might have 
said it best: “You don’t 
know what you got, till 
_J it’s gone.” 

Or maybe it was the 
garage band, The Monks: “I 
hate you with a passion ba¬ 
by. .. but call me!” 

In any case, you get the 
sentiment. A fixture in your 
life suddenly packs a suit¬ 
case and heads out the door. 
You don’t know whether to 
laugh or cry. 

I was thrown into such a 
conflicted state with the re¬ 
cent announcement that 
Ford is readying a new po¬ 
lice car based on the new 
Taurus. 

We knew it already, but 
this gives real finality to the 
coming curtain call of the 
Crown Victoria and its two 
stable mates — Mercury 
Grand Marquis and Lincoln 
Town Car. The only reason 
these cars have lasted this 
long is because they are 
loved by those with “profes¬ 
sional car” needs — police 
forces, funeral operators, 
and limousine, rental and 
taxi fleets. And not because 
these cars are technically 
advanced. But rather, be¬ 
cause they’re not technical¬ 
ly advanced. 

They are the last full-size 
American cars standing 
with body-on-frame con¬ 
struction, V8 power and a 
transmission shifter mount¬ 
ed on the steering column. 

“That platform has to go 
back to the 1970s,” says 
Walt McCall, over the phone 
from Windsor, Ont. McCall 
literally wrote the book on

professional vehicles (18 of 
them actually, with a spe¬ 
cialty in hearses and fire 
trucks). 

He adds that the police 
business basically fell into 
Ford’s lap, after Chrysler 
and GM downsized and 
“front-drived” their largest 
sedans. 

While police vehicles 
based on Dodge Chargers 
and Chevrolet Impalas are 
making inroads, the Crown 
Vic police car still domi¬ 
nates. Chances are, if you 
have ever been “pulled 
over” for a discussion on a 
driving manoeuvre, and/or 
have been requested to 
spend a night or more in the 
“crowbar hotel,” a Crown 
Victoria has been idling 
nearby. 

The plant in St. Thomas, 
Ont., is the exclusive pro¬ 
duction facility for those di¬ 
nosaurs; Ford said it would 
close the plant sometime in 
2011. “No doubt we’re in an 
era of change,” says McCall. 
“There’s a big question 
mark about these specialty 
vehicles, particularly which 
ones we will see used in the 
funeral and limousine busi¬ 
ness.” 

So if you’re not in the 
business of moving dead 
bodies around, should you 
be worried about the loom¬ 
ing passing of this automo¬ 
tive form, the big-frame 
“three-box” sedan? 

I’m a little verlclempted, 
but most people seem to be 
taking it in stride. 

Jamie Bull, general man¬ 
ager of Heritage Ford in 
Scarborough says no one is 


busting his door down, look¬ 
ing for new Crown Vices. 
For one, thing, they’re only 
available to bona fide fleet 
accounts. For another, be¬ 
cause many go into rental 
service, year-old ones can be 


had at considerable savings 
($18,000 vs $35,000). 

Bull adds the vehicles 
have their devotees, but 
they’re definitely not a big, 
unruly group. Generally, he 
says, “these are buyers look¬ 


ing for a big, simple car, 
with not too many buttons 
and switches.”

All last-gen GTI models 


were powered by a two- 
liter four-cylinder engine 
with direct injection and 
an intercooled turbocharg¬ 
er. Output was rated at 200 
horsepower, and transmis¬ 
sion options included a six- 
speed manual or a six- 
speed dual-clutch Direct 
Shift Gearbox or DSG. The 
DSG transmission func¬ 
tions as an automatic, but 
can also execute perfectly 
rev-matched and lightning- 
fast shifts via shift paddles 
mounted to the steering 
_ wheel. 

Look for options 
like a sunroof, 
heated leather, 


l xenon lighting, 
18-inch wheels, 
heated mirrors 
and a 10-speaker 
stereo system. 

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: The 

GTI’s performance was the 
big draw for most owners, 
though utility, fuel 
mileage and overall quality 
and refinement of the ve¬ 
hicle were commonly 
praised, too. 

WHAT OWNERS HATE: Some 
owners wish for a more 


comfortable ride, especial¬ 
ly with the 18-inch wheels 
and low-profile tires 
mounted. 

COMMON ISSUES: Thank¬ 
fully, the last-generation 
GTI’s engine seems to be 
largely free of the issues 
that plagued the 1.8 litre 
turbo engine in the genera¬ 


tion before it. A few checks 
are still advised, though. 

Watch for smoke from 
the tailpipe with the engine 
running and driving. 
Smoke could indicate a 
problem with the tur¬ 
bocharger or cylinder head. 

Where possible, and es¬ 
pecially on higher-mileage 
units, remove the plumb¬ 


ing that connects the tur¬ 
bocharger to the intercool¬ 
er and inspect for oil 
buildup inside. A thin film 
of oil is typically normal-- 
though any pooling or 
heavy buildup could indi¬ 
cate worn out turbo seals. 

A blocked PCV valve or 
worn-out diverter valve 
could cause weak or incon¬ 


sistent performance. These 
are easy parts to fix, but be 
sure to have your potential 
used GTI candidate in¬ 
spected by a VW mechanic 
if you’re not comfortable 
with how it’s running. 

Numerous owners have 
had to reprogram or re¬ 
place the computer that 
controls the advanced DSG 
transmission. This relative¬ 
ly un-proven driveline com¬ 
ponent could be expensive 
to replace out of warranty 
— so if in doubt, just opt 
for the six-speed stick. Note 
that some delay between 
throttle application and for¬ 
ward motion is normal 
with the DSG transmission, 
but harsh shifting or ‘surg¬ 
ing’ are not. 

Finally, inspect all elec¬ 
tric and electronic features 
for proper operation, and 
call the condition of any 
excessively worn-out tires 
or brakes into pricing ne¬ 
gotiations. 

THE VERDICT: A used last- 
generation VW GTI with a 
thumbs up from a mechan¬ 
ic should prove to be an ex¬ 
citing and dependable ride 
for years.

Barbie? For career number 
125, the iconic doll has mas¬ 
tered the geek-chic look 
and become Computer En¬ 
gineer Barbie, according to 
Mattel.com. 

The doll comes with a 
cellphone headset, laptop 
bag and pink laptop and 
was the first professional 
Barbie chosen by popular 
vote. So how do real-life 
women engineers feel 


about engineer Barbie? 

Elizabeth Croft, associate 
head of engineering at the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia, says Barbie is a good 
ambassador for women en¬ 
gineers. 

“I don’t see the downside 
to this. Barbie’s been a doc¬ 
tor and a lawyer. It’s only 
natural that she should also 
be an engineer,” Croft says. 

Croft noted only about 10 
per cent of the engineering 
workforce is female and 
about 18 per cent of engi¬ 
neering students are fe¬ 
male. She had no female en¬ 
gineering role models when 
she started in the profes¬ 
sion. 

She says it’s a cultural is¬ 
sue, with people uncon¬ 
sciously thinking of engi¬ 
neering as a man’s job. That 
changed with doctors and 
she says it’s time for engi¬ 
neering to catch up. Per¬ 
haps Barbie can help engi¬ 
neer social change. 

“I don’t have any issues 
with Barbie. Barbie’s come a 
long way,” she says, noting 
she was a Lego girl herself. 


“I don’t see the 
downside to this.

In Halifax, Corinne Mac¬ 
Donald, assistant engineer¬ 
ing professor at Dalhousie 
University, laughs when she 
sees the image of Computer 
Engineer Barbie. 

“Actually, I like it. She’s 
not even wearing heels,” 
she says. 

Like Croft, MacDonald 
didn’t have any female engi¬ 
neering role models. 

“That’s probably one of 
the biggest problems we 
have in engineering. It’s 
catch-22: There aren’t a lot 
of women in engineering 
and to attract more women 
to engineering, we need 


more women m engineer¬ 
ing,” she says. “I think any 
opportunity we have to put 
that thought in girls’ heads 
is a good thing.” 

MacDonald was a stellar 
math and science student in 
high school, but engineer¬ 
ing never crossed her mind 
until she took a computer 
career test. Its top sugges¬ 
tion was engineering. 

“At which I point I went, 
‘What’s that?”’ she recalls. 
Her guidance counsellor 
filled her in and MacDonald 
started on the engineering 
path. Female role models, 
even plastic ones, help 
young women visualize 
themselves as engineers, 
she says. 

“I liked to play with Barbi¬ 
es, but I liked to play with 
building blocks, too. Maybe 
Barbie could run the project 
and boss all the other Barbi¬ 
es around,” she laughs.

Indian Spicy Pota¬ 
toes with Spinach 
and Lentils 

INGREDIENTS: 

750 g potatoes, peeled and 
cubed 

250 g spinach 
3 1/2 tbsp peanut oil 
1 onion, finely sliced 
2-in. piece fresh ginger, 
peeled and finely chopped 
1 green chili pepper, 
halved, seeded and finely 
sliced 

1 tsp ground coriander 
1/4 tsp ground turmeric 

2 x 250-g packages cooked 
green lentils 

2 garlic cloves, cut into 
fine shreds 
1/2 tsp cumin seeds 
2 tbsp chopped cilantro 

METHOD: 

1. Cook potatoes until just 
tender. Drain. 

2. Meanwhile, cook 
spinach in steamer over 
potatoes 3-4 minutes, or 
pierce bag of spinach sev¬ 
eral times and cook in mi¬ 
crowave 2-3 minutes to 
wilt. Tip into colander and 


drain, squeezing out 
liquid with spoon. 

3. Heat large pan with 3 tb¬ 
sp oil. Add onion and cook 
over medium heat 2 min¬ 
utes, then stir in ginger, 
chili pepper, coriander and 
turmeric. Cook a few sec¬ 
onds, then add potato 
cubes and stir-fry 3-4 min¬ 
utes. Stir spinach into 
spicy potato mixture 
together with lentils. Sea¬ 
son to taste. Heat gently 
until piping hot. 

4. Heat remaining oil in 
small pan. Add garlic and 
cumin; cook until lightly 
browned. Stir in half of 
cilantro. Tip potato and 
lentil mixture into serving 
dish and sprinkle with gar¬ 
lic and cumin mixture and 
remaining cilantro.
